j This o r der may be called the Plant Quarantine (Regulation of Import into India) Seco-nd Amendment, Order, 
(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 


2 . 


In the Plant Quarantine (Regulation of Import into India) Order, 2003 (herein after re fcrred to as the said Order), 
in CHAPTER II, clause 3, sub-clause (7), the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely.- 

“Provided that the above conditions shall not be applicable for the import of Germplasm or Transgemcs or 
Genetically Modified Organisms or Modified Living Organisms into India for research or Experimental 
purpose for which Import Permit shall be issued after Pest Risk Analysis by the Director, National Bureau of 
Plant Genetic Resources (NBPGR), based on international standards and subject to such Phytosamtary 
conditions and restrictions as stipulated in the Import Permit.”
